ARGUMENTS: 


That the Officers of the Courts of Tuſtice ought not 


to be gratified with what they Petition for. 


H E Officers defire, in point of Righr, to be ſecured, becauſe all, or moſt. 
have bought their Offices; and ſome have Grants or Depurarions, for Lite. 
from Judges, durante bene placito, long fince dead or removed 3 and have no 
Confirmation from ſucceeding Judges. 

The Starute 18 Edw. 3. Statute 4 not repealed, projubiterh the very Judges 
to take Fee or Gift of any butthe King. 

The Starute 1 2 Ric. 2. Cap. 2. prohibited the Selling of Offices, which Cook in his Com- 
mentary upon _— fol. 234. and in other of his Writings, declares ro be a Gol- 
den Statute, and rj6rt repealed : And withal, that it ought to be obſerved, beeruſe Juſtice 
will never be duly adminiſtred, till it be obſerved. And cites all the Judges Relolutions 
thereon in Vernon's Cale. | S 

The Statute 5 and 6 Edw. 6. prehibiteth Buying, as well as Selling, of Offices, and 
Breach of that Stature is Forfeiture of Money and Office. And there is nothing in the 
Saving, bur general Words, whereon the rwo Chief Juſtices ground their Selling, which 
cannot imply ſo much, becauſe rhe Statutes, prohibiting them ro rake Money ot any bur 
the King, are nor repealed ; neither is there any Saving for the Perſon or Perſons who 
ſhall give them Money, or buy of them; ergo, the Saving, at moſt, is but ro diſpoſe of 
Offices, de bene eſſe, till the King alone, or rhe King and Parliament, reſtrain them ; for 
Officers made by Kindred or Favour, without merit, may miſlead Judges, who are Mer 
© humanum eft errare. 

The Adminiſtration of Juſtice, and every thing incident thereto, belong of Right tro 
the Crown ; for that realon rhe Starure 25 Edw. 3. Stature of Provitors mentions, Thar 
the King, þy his Oath, is ro fee the Laws, nor repealed, put in cxecurion : And all Judges 
and Officers are ſworn ro maintain and defend the Rights, Privileges and Authorties be- 
longing ro theCrown. 

The Statute 1 Hen. 4. Cap. 6. faith, whar is once in the Crown cannot paſs our of it, 
withour particular and expreſs mention ; and inferior Offices are known and diftinguith- 
ed by expreſs Names: And the Judges can have no Eſtate, unleſs Fure officis quater:ns 
Judge, yer they have nor any Inferior Office in particular granted to them. 

Former Judges in diſcharge of Oaths and Dury were to careful of the Law and 
Crown Rights, that they puniſhed Perſons ( who were nor in rhe leatt Criminal ) for the 
faulr of Officers and Attorneys, as appears by many Book-Cales ; As for inſtance, 
Vaughan's Caſe, Feremes Caſe, Beecher's Caſe, Noſworthy's Cate, where the Statures of 
10 © 28 Edw, 1. were pleaded in Bar to the Juriſdiction of the Exchequer, and the 
Uſage of thar Court, by Lord Commiſſioner Maynard, and allowed by the then Lord 
Chicf Baron Hasls, and the other Barons. 

And the Judges have fer afide Grants or Lerters Parents in expreſs Words and Pre- 
ſcriptions or Ulages by force thereof of 8 years continuance withour interruption, as 
appears in the Earl of Devonſhire's Cale, 4 Facobi 1. in Cooke's Reports. | 

And all the Law-Books arc fraught with Book-Caſes of Judgments denounced againſt 
Purchaſers of ill Titles, who are made to refund the Mean Profits ( beſides the loſs of 
their Purchaſe-Money ) ro Real Owners, quz Caveat Empror ; And the Judges and Offi- 
cers who are to guide and inſtruct others being intruſted with the Adminiſtration and 
Execution, which is the life of the Law, are inexcuſable.
